BUT VERY NEAR IT 


PART OF JONES* BILL REPORT­ 
ED BY SENATE COMMITTEE. 


Provides for the Unrestricted Bot Not 
Free Coinage of Silver, and the 
Giving of Seigniorage—Ninth Sec 
tion the Portion Recommended as an 
Independent Measure. 
Washington, Feb. 12—The senate 
finance committee this morning voted 
to report the ninth section of Jones' 
financial bill as an independent meas­ 
ure. 
It provides for the anreitraioed 
bot not free coinage of silver and the 
giving of government seignnlorege. 
R esolutions w ere presented by which 
tile legislatures of both K ansas and 
M innesota expressed them selves in fa ­ 
x' »r of th e election of U nited S tates sen­ 
h o r s by direct vote of the people. 
Mr. P ettigrew (rep.. S. D.) presented 
a resolution severely arraig n in g the 
m anagem ent of the Union and C entral 
Pacific railroad com panies. Mr. P e tti­ 
grew said he would a t a later day sub­ 
m it a list of partie - w ith the am ounts of 
liability. The sen ato r said th e m anipu­ 
lation of these hailroads w as a "dis­ 
grace to A m erican civilisation." 
A new phase of the financial question 
cam e up on the resolution presented by 
Mr. Hill (N. Y.) defining the policy of 
the governm ent concerning bim etallism , 
gold paym ents, etc. T he resolution is 
a s follows: 
"R esolved, (If th e house of represent­ 
ativ es concurs), th a t It is the sense of 
congress th a t th e tru e policy of the gov­ 
ern m en t requires th a t its efforts should 
be steadily directed to the establishm ent 
of a safe system of bim etallism , w here­ 
in gold and silver m ay be m aintained 
a t a p arity and every dollar coined 
m ay be th e equal in value and power of 
every dollar coined or issued by the 
U nited S tates; bu t if our efforts to es­ 
tab lish or m aintain such bim etallism 
shall not be wholly successful and if for 
an y reason our silver coin shall not 
h ereafter be a t p arity w ith gold coin 
and th e equal thereof in value and 
pow er in the m ark et and in the pay­ 
m ent of debts, th en it is hereby declared 
th a t th e bonds of th e U nited S tates now 
o r h ereafter issued which by th eir term s 
are payable In coin, shall nevertheless 
be paid in sta n d a rd gold dollars, it be­ 
ing the policy of the U nited S tates th a t 
its creditors shall a t all tim es be paid 
in the best m oney in use.” 
Mr. H ill (N. Y.) asked im m ediate con­ 
sideration for th e resolution but Mr, 
B utler (dem., S. C.) objected and it 
w ent over. 
Mr. S tew art (pop.) a t once supple­ 
m ented the H ill resolution with another, 
as follows: 
"Resolved, T h at there is no au th o rity 
of law to buy gold coin in preference 
to stiver coin for any purpose w h at­ 
ever."

Should C ranston’s assertions be borne 
out by th is inquiry, there can be little 
question th a t he will have a good claim 
for indem nity against

Whistles Screamed and 
Thousands 
Cheered as She Came Up the Bay 
—Her 
Machinery 
Disabled, But 
the Past eagers All Well and Cheer­ 
ful—Storm News. 
New York, Feb. 12.—La Gascoyne 
reached her dock at ll o’clock this 
morning. 
She came up the bay amid 
screaming of whistles. The big boat 
came to 
anchor 
outside 
the 
b ar otr B andy H ook a t ip.zi last m gm . 
La G ascogne's passengers were all on 
deck, some of them singing and m ost of 
them cheering as persons are w ont to 
do when their m inds are suddenly re­ 
lieved of a heavy strain. For thirteen 
days of a voyage lasting sixteen days 
the ship had been disabled, one of the 
m ain piston rods having broken on Its 
third day out from H avre. For sixteen 
hours the vessel w as hove to while the 
break w as being repaired. la w as com­ 
paratively rood w eather then but the 
steam er was doomed to run into some 
of th e nastiest of Its voyage. 
W hen the break had been repaired 
the steam er pn»ceeded, but under g rea t­ 
ly reduced speed. W hen near the banks 
of N ew foundland l«a Gascogne ran Into 
a gale th a t Increased to hurricane force. 
W hile off Sable Island Feb. 5 the m a­ 
chinery broke down again and the 
steam er w as hove to again, this tim e 
for forty-one hours. D uring all th is pe­ 
riod the engines did not m ake a single 
revolution. 
W hen the second repairs 
had been m ade the steam er started 
ahead once m ore under still fu rth er re­ 
duced power aud headed tow ard the 
Long Island coast. 
W hile the passengers were consider­ 
ably worried on account of the delay, 
there never w as a panic am ong them . 
They knew their ship w as a staunch one 
and they had every confidence in their 
captain. And. besides, they knew the 
ship w as not totally dishaled. But they 
were nervous and apprehensive a t tim es 
and they hailed the conclusion of their 
voyage w ith Joy. They cheered the cap­ 
tain and they cheered the crew and they 
cheered the first tug th a t reached them . 
It w as nearly m idnight when La Gas­ 
cogne reached the bar, w here it a n ­ 
chored for the night. It was m et there 
by the C hapm an com pany’s derrick tug 
H ustler, which brought the vessel up to 
its dock this m orning.

12, he is not authorized to print a 
g reater num ber of these reports than 
1,000 copies during the present fiscal 
year except by order of congress. 
The departm ent contends th a t it was 
not the intention of congress to depart 
from the established custom of printing 
and d istributing these reports and has 
now requested congress to authorize 
the printing of as m any copies of each 
as the appropriation Justifies. This ap ­ 
propriation for the cu rrent fiscal year. 
$20,000, will be sufficient fo r th e p u r p le , 
providing the necessary authority to 
use it is obtained. The departm ent is 
collecting a series of reports upon cer­ 
tain subjects of general interest, such, 
for exam ple, as the railroad and steam ­ 
ship system s of the world, which it is 
proposed to publish in special num bers. 
The editions of these, also, would seem 
to be lim ited by the provisions of th e 
new printing act. as construed by the 
public printer. 
S tatistics of the to tal coal production 
of A labam a. Georgia and N orth Car»»- 
llna in 1894 are given in a statem ent 
compiled by the United S tates geologi­ 
cal survey, prepared by E. W. P ark er 
of the division of m ining statistics.

H E R E IS NO M o­ 
nopoly in religion 
The grace of God is 
not a little property 
th a t we m ay fence 
off and have all to 
ourselves. It is not 
a s k in g 's 
park at 
w h i c h we l o o k 
through the barred 
gatew ay, 
w ishing 
we m ight go in and 
see the deer an I 
the sta tu a ry , and 
royal conservatory. No, it is the I* a th ­ 
e n s orchard and everyw here there are 
b ars th at we m ay let down and gates 
th a t we m ay sw ing open. 
, In my boyhood, next to the country 
school house, there w as an orchard of 
apples, owned by a very lam e m an, 
who, although there were apples in the 
place perpetually decaying, 
and by 
scores and scores of bushels, never 
•would allow any of us to touch the 
fru it. One day, in the sinfulness of a 
n a tu re inherited from our first parents, 
who were ruined by the sam e tem p ta­ 
tion, some of us invaded th a t orchard; 
b u t we soon retreated , for the m an 
cam e rfte r us a t a speed reckless of 
m aking his lam eness worse, and cried 
o u t: “Boys, drop those apples, or I ’ll 
se t the dog on you!” 
W ell, my friends, there are C hristian 
m en who have the church under severe 
guard. T here is fru it in th is orchard 
fo r the whole w orld; b u t they have a 
rough and unsym pathetic w ay of ac­ 
costing outsiders, as though they had 
no business here though the 
Lord 
w an ts them all to come and tak e the 
larg est and ripest fru it on the prem ises. 
H ave you an idea th a t because you 
w ere baptized a t thirteen m onths of age 
a n d because you have all your life been 
u n d er hallowed influences, th a t there­ 
fo re you have a rig h t to one whole side 
o f the L ord’s table, spreading yourself 
o u t and tak in g up the entire room ? 
I tell you no. You will have to haul in 
y our elbows, for I shall place on either 
aide of you those whom you never ex­ 
pected would sit there; for, as C hrist 
said to his favored people long ago, 
*o he says to you and to me: “O ther 
sheep I have which a re not of this 
fold.” 
M acDonald, th e Scotchm an, h as four 
o r five dozen head of sheep. Some of 
them are brow sing on th e heather, 
Some of them are lying down under the 
trees, some of them are in his yard ; 
th ey are scattered around in eight or 
te n 
different 
places. 
Cam eron, his 
neighbor, comes over and says: “I see 
you 
have th irty sheep; I have Just 
counted them .” “No,” says M acDonald. 
“I have a g reat m any m ore sheep th an 
th a t. Some are here and some are else­ 
where.'' They are scattered all around 
about. I have four or five thousand in 
m y flocks. O ther sheep I have which 
a re not in this fold.” 
So C hrist says to us. H ere is a knot 
c f C hristians and th ere is a knot of 
C h ristian s b u t they m ake up a sm all 
p a rt of the flock. H ere is the Episcopal 
fold, the M ethodist fold, the L utheran 
fold, the C ongregational fold, the P res­ 
by terian fold, the B aptist and the Pedo- 
B ap tist fold; the only difference betw een 
these last tw o being the mode of sheep 
W ashing; and so they are scattered all 
over; and we come w ith our statistics 
a n d say there are so m any thousands of 
th e Lord's sheep; but C hrist responds: 
•‘No, no; you have not seen m ore th an 
one out of a thousand of my flock. They 
a re scattered all over the earth. ‘O ther 
sheep I have which are not of this 
fold.’ ” 
C hrist, in my text, was prophesying 
th e conversion of the G entiles w ith as 
m uch confidence as though they were 
‘already converted, and he is now, in 
th e w ords of my text, prophesying the 
com ing of a g reat m ultitude of outsid­ 
ers th a t you 
never supposed would 
come in, saying to you and saying to 
me: “O ther sheep I have which are not 
of th is fold.* 
In the first place, I rem ark, th a t the 
heavenly Shepherd will find m any of 
h is sheep am ong the non-church goers. 
T here are congregations 
wrhere they 
a re all C hristians, and they seem to be 
com pletely finished, and they rem ind 
one of the skeleton leaves which, by 
chem ical preparation have had all the 
greenness and verdure taken off them 
a n d are left cold and w hite and delicate, 
•nothing w anting but a glass case to 
p u t over them . The m inister of C hrist 
.has nothing to do w ith such C hristians 
b u t to come once a week and w ith ost- 
.~f!ch feathers dust off the accum ulation 
of th e last six days, leaving them bright 
an d 
crystalline as before. 
B ut 
the 
.other kind of a church is an arm ory, 
'jrlth perpetual sound of drum and fife, 
gath erin g recru its for the Lord of H osts. 
W e say to every applicant: “Do you 
w an t to be on God’s side, the safe side 
an d the happy side? If so, come in the 
arm ory and get equipped. H ere is a 
b ath in which to be cleansed. H ere are 
san d als to pu t upon your feet. 
H ere 
is a helm et for your brow. H ere is a 
b reast plate for your heart. H ere is a 
sw ord for your rig h t arm , and yonder is 
th e b attle field. 
Quit yourselves like 
m en!” 
T here are some here who say: 
“I 
stopped going to church ten or tw enty 
years ago.” 
My brother, is it not 
stran g e th a t you should be the first 
m an I should talk to to-day? I know 
all your case; I know it very well. You 
have not been accustom ed to come into 
religious assem blage, bu t I have a su r­ 
prising announcem ent to m ake to you; 
you are going to become one of the 
L ord’s sheep. “Ah,” you say, “it is im ­ 
possible. 
You don’t know how fa r I 
am from an y thing of th a t kind.” 
I 
know all about it. I have w andered up 
and down the world and I understand 
your case. I have a still m ore startlin g 
announcem ent to m ake in regard to 
you; you are not only going to become 
one of the L ord’s sheep, b u t you will 
becom e one to-day. You will stay after 
th is service to be talked w ith about 
yo u r soul. People of God, pray for th a t 
.man! 
T h at is the only use for you 
bere. I shall not break off so m uch as a 
crum b for you. C hristians, in this ser­ 
m on, for I am going to give it all to 
th e outsiders. 
“O ther sheep I have 
.which are not of this fold.” 
W hen the A tlantic w ent to pieces on 
M ars' Rock, and tho people clam bered 


of those men on the beach, w rapr^ng 
them in flannels, kindling fire for them , 
seeing th a t they got plenty of food? Ah, 
he knew th a t there were others who 
would do that. He says: “Yonder are 
men and women freezing in the rigging 
of th a t wreck. Boys, launch the boat!” 
And now7 I see the oar blades bend un­ 
der the strong pull; but before they 
reached the rigging a wom an was fro­ 
zen and dead. 
She w as w ashed off. 
poor thing! B ut he says: "There is a 
m an to save;” and he cries out: “Hold 
on five m inutes longer and I will save 
you. 
Steady! 
Steady! Give me your 
hand. Leap into the life boat. I thank 
God he is saved!” So there are those 
here to-day who are safe on the shore 
of God’s mercy. I will not spend any 
tim e w ith them a t all; but I see there 
are some who are freezing in the rig ­ 
ging of sin and surrounded by perilous 
storm s. 
Pull aw ay, m y lads! 
Let us 
reach them . Alas! one is w ashed off 
and gone. 
There is one m ore to be 
saved. Let us push out for th a t one. 
Clutch the rope. Oh! dying m an, clutch 
it as w ith a death grip. Steady, now7. 
on the slippery places. 
Steady there! 
Saved! Saved! Ju st as I thought. For 
C hrist has declared th a t there are some 
still in the breakers w7ho shall come 
ashore. “O ther sheep I have which are 
not of this fold." 
C hrist com m ands his m inisters to be 
fisherm en, and when I go fishing I do 
not w ant to go am ong other churches, 
but into the wide world, not sitting 
along H ohokus creek, where eight or 
ten other persons are sittin g w ith hook 
and line, but, like the fisherm en of New­ 
foundland, sailing off and dropping net 
aw ay outside, forty or fifty miles from 
shore. Yes, there are non-church goers 
here who will come in. N ext Sabbath 
they w7ill be here again, or in some bet­ 
te r church. They are this m om ent be­ 
ing sw ept into C hristian associations. 
T heir voice will be heard in publio 
prayer. They will die In peace, th eir 
bed surrounded by C hristian sym pa­ 
thies, and to be carried out by devout 
men to be buried, and on th eir grave 
be chiseled the w ords: “Precious in the 
sight of the Lord is the death of his 
sain ts.” And on resurrection day you 
will get up w ith th e dear children you 
have already burled and w ith your 
C hristian p aren ts who have already won 
th e palm . And all th a t grand and glo­ 
rious history begins this hour. “O ther 
sheep I have which are not of this 
fold.” 
A gain I rem ark, th a t the heavenly 
Shepherd is going to find a g reat m any 
Sheep am ong those who have been flung 
of evil habit. It m akes me sad to see 
C hristian people give up a prodigal as 
lost. 
There are those who talk as 
though the grace of God were a chain 
of forty or fifty links and a fte r they 
had ru n out there w as nothing to touch 
the depth of a very bad case. If they 
were h u n tin g and got off the track of 
th e deer, they would look longer am ong 
the brakes and bushes for the lost gam e 
th an they have been looking for th a t 
lost soul. People tell us th a t if a m an 
have delirium trem ens twice, he can not 
be reclaim ed; th a t a fte r a wom an has 
sacrificed her integrity, she can not be 
restored. The Bible h as distinctly in ti­ 
m ated th a t the Lord A lm ighty is ready 
to pardon four hundred and ninety 
tim es; 
th a t is, seventy tim es seven. 
T here are men before the throne of 
God who have wallowed in every kind 
of sin; but, saved by the grace of Je ­ 
sus and w ashed in his blood, they 
stan d there rad ia n t now. T here are 
those who have plunged into the very 
lowest of all the hells in New York, 
who have for the ten th tim e been lifted 
up, and finally, by the grace of God, 
they stand in heaven gloriously res­ 
cued by the grace prom ised to the chief 
of sinners. I w ant to tell you th a t God 
loves to tak e hold of a very bad case. 
W hen the church casts you off and 
when the club room casts you off and 
when society casts you off and when 
business associates casts you off and 
when fath e r casts you off, and when 
m other casts you off and when every 
body casts you off, your first cry for 
help will bend the E tern al God clear 
down into the ditch of your suffering 
and sham e. 
The Good T em plars can not save you, 
although they are a g rand institution. 
The Sons of Tem perance can not save 
you, although they are m ighty for good. 
Signing the tem perance pledge can not 
save you, although I believe in it. N oth­ 
ing but the grace of the E tern al God 
can save you, and th a t will if you will 
throw yourself on it. There is a m an 
in th is house who said to me: “Unless 
God helps me I can not be delivered. 
I have tried everything, sir; but now 
I have got in the h ab it of prayer and 
when I come to a drinking saloon I 
pray th a t God will take me safe past 
and I pray until I am past. 
He does 
help m e.” F or every m an ‘given to 
stro n g drink there are scores of trap s 
set; and w7hen he goes out on business 
to-m orrow he w7ill be in infinite peril, 
and no one but the everyw here present 
God can see th a t m an through. 
Oh! 
they talk about the catacom bs of N a­ 
ples and the catacom bs of Rome and 
the catacom bs of E gypt—the burial 
place under the city w7here the d ust of 
a g reat m ultitude lies; but I tell you 
New York has its catacom bs and Bos­ 
to n its catacom bs and Philadelphia its 
catacom bs. They are the underground 
restau ran ts, full of dead m en’s bones 
and all uncleanness. Youg m an, you 
know it. God help you. There is no 
need of going into the a rt gallery to see 
the skillful sculpture th a t w onderful 
representation of a m an and his sons 
w7ound around w ith serpents. 
There 
are fam ilies represented in this house 
th a t are w rapped in the m artyrdom of 
fan g and scale and venom —a living 
Laocoon of ghastliness and horror. 
W hat are you to do? I am not speak­ 
ing into the air. I am talk in g to hun­ 
dreds of men who m ust be saved by 
C hrist’s gospel or never saved a t all. 
W hat are you going to do? 
Do not put your tru st in brom ide of 
potassium , or in Jam aica ginger, or in 
any thing th a t apothecaries can mix. 
P u t your tru st only in the E tern al God 
and he will see you through. Some of 
you do not have tem ptations every­ 
day. It is a periodic tem ptation th a t 
comes every six weeks or every three 
m onths, when it seem s as if the powers 
of darkness kindle around about your 
tongue the fires of the pit. It is well 
enough a t such a tim e, as some of you 
do, to seek m edical counsel; but your 
first and m ost im portunate cry m ust be 
to God. If the fiends w7ill drag you to 
the slaughter, m ake them do it on your 
knees. Oh, God! now th a t the paroxysm 
of th irst is com ing again upon th a t 
m an, help him! F ling back into the pit 
of hell the fiend th a t assau lts his soul 
this m om ent. Oh, my h eart aches to see 
men go on in this fearful struggle w ith­ 
out C hrist. 
T here are in th is house those whose 
hands so trem ble from dissipation th a t 


I have to tell you th a t they will yet 
preach the Gospel and on comm union 
days carry around consecrated br?ad. 
acceptable to everybody because of 
their holy lift- and their consecrated 
behavior. 
The Lord is going to save 
you.* Your home has get to be rebuilt. 
Your physical health has got to be 
restored. Your worldly business has got 
to be reconstruc ted. The church of God 
is going to rejoice over your disciple­ 
ship. 
“Other sheep I have which are 
not of this fold.” 
W hile I have hope for all prodigals, 
there are some people in this house 
whom I give up. 
I m ean those who 
have been church goers all their life, 
who have m aintained outw ard m orality 
but w7ho, notw ithstanding tw enty, th ir­ 
ty, forty years of C hristian advantages, 
have never yielded their h eart to Christ. 
They are Gospel hardened. I can cai! 
their nam es now and if they would 
rise up they would rise up in scores. 
Gospel hardened. 
A serm on h as no 
m ore effect upon them th an the shining 
moon on the city pavem ent. As C hrist 
says: “The publicans and harlots will 
go into the kingdom of God before 
them .” They have resisted all the im ­ 
portunity of Divine m ercy, and have 
gone, during these th irty years, through 
m ost powerful earthquakes of religious 
feeling and they are fu rth er aw ay from 
God th an ever. A fter a while they will 
lie down sick, and some day it will be 
told th a t they are dead. No hope! 
But I tu rn to outsiders w ith a hope 
th a t thrills through my body and soul. 
“O ther sheep I have which are not of 
this fold.”

F L Y IN F M A C H IN E S . 


They May Be P erfected, But Man H im ­ 
se lf W ill Never B e Able to Fly. 
Mr. H iram M axim, the inventor of 
the fam ous gun which bears his nam e. 
is a firm believer in the possibility of 
so fa r perfecting flying m achines th a t 
they m ay be used in w arfare. He has 
been explaining his view s on this su b ­ 
ject to a contributor to C assell’s S at­ 
urday Journal, who has been to 
see 
him a t his English residence a t Bexley. 
Mr. M axim thinks th a t highly civilized 
nations, able to m ake and use first-rate 
m achinery, will in the near fu tu re u til­ 
ize flying m achines in their arm ies. 
This mode of w arfare, he belive**, could 
be carried on in spite of arm am ents 
and w eapons of w ar as we understand 
them now, and lf one civilzed nation 
used flying m achines in such a way, 
others would be compelled to follow 
suit. At the sam e tim e, he h as no faith 
in navagable balloons, the whole thing 
being inherently wrong. In France, 
especially, attem p ts have been m ade 
to navigate balloons, and v ast sum s of 
money have been spent upon them : but 
no balloon has ever been navigated 
ag ain st even a very light wind. A noth­ 
er point, Mr. M axim thinks, is this, th at 
m an will never be able to fly by energy 
derived from his own m uscles. A m an 
with sufficient energy would have to 
weigh seventy-five pounds to have for­ 
ty-pound 
m uscles to his arm s and 
seventy-pound, m uscles to his chest 
and he would have to have a b reast­ 
bone tw enty-eight inches.
